Weary Firefigh 
After Two-Week Battle 
Rain showers spreading out’over ‘northern Alberta this 


week are 
experienced 


” By Wednesday, after three days 
of inf€rmittent rain, forestry offi- 
cials stated most Alberta forest 
fires were under control. Although 
rains were light in the northland, 
they were enough to aid weary 
fighters bring the two big fires in 
the Lac la Biche and Lesser Slave 
Lake areas under control. 

There was still a lot of work to 
be done, digging up smoldering 
ground fires, clearing lanes with 


bulldozers and rebuilding burned- ' 


down homes and installations. But, 
if luck held, no further major out- 
breaks were likely. 
175 FIRES 

The tinder-dry condition of the 
countryside since April had set off 
175 fires this spring, forestry offi- 
cials revealed. In the Slave Lake 
area alone, 15 families (74 per- 
sons) were made homeless by the 
fires. 

As early as May 9 anxious gov- 


‘ernment officials cracked down on 
fire regulations and finally enforc- , 


ed a ban on clearing, lands by fire. 
RAILWAY CUT 


By May 11, 24 separate fires 
were being foughty-with big blazes 
springing up west, north and east 
of Slave Lake. Spreading rapidly, 
the Slave Lake fires cut railway 
and telegraph links on the North- 
ern Alberta Railway. 

Twenty-five-mile-an-hour winds 
sprang up to fan the flames and 
by May 138, 15 families were burn- 
ed out of their homes. Other ser- 
ious fires sprang up in the Chip 
Lake area, southwest of Edmonton, 
the Lac la Biche district, High 
Prairie, Sturgeon Lake and Buck 
Lake. 

A total of 400 men, backed by 
bulldozers, turned Out to stop the 
wall of flame that swept through 
the tinder-dry forests. High winds 
whipped up flames in the High 
Prairie area and 11 miles of fire 
line were lost as fire jumped across 
fire guards ploughed with bull- 
dozers. 

By the week-end rain and snow 
helped a little but new fires were

winters. But natural gas, like oil, 
is only a limited resource and the 
plans for the new coast pipeline 
caused Albertans some doubt as to 
the future of gas as a fuel re- 
serve. 

30-INCH LINE 

According to estimates by the 
West Coast Transmission Com- 
pany, the 30-inch pipeline, costing 
$174,000,000 would pump out 500,- 
000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
per day to the Pacific Northwest 
and Northern California. 

Officials predicted that once the 
gasline was built to Vancouver, 
Seattle, Tacoma and Portland, a 
duplicate line would have to be 
constructed. In addition a project- 
ed branch line would turn south- 
east at Ashcroft in B.C., and sup- 
ply Vernon, Kelowna and the in- 
dustrial centre of Trail. 

To some citizens it seemed as ‘f 
the pipeline would drain Alberta of 
its natural gas reserves in no. time 
at all. 

Political leaders, jockeying for 
positions in the coming federal 
election race were quick to re- 
assure citizens of any doubts they 
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might have about Alberta’s nat- 
ural resources. 

Social Credit Leader Solon Low, 
said he favored export of oil and 
gas from Alberta only as long as 
it was a surplus over and above 
the needs of the people in the 
province. “What we do insist 
upon,” said Low, is that. thé.Al- 
berta government shall have un- 
disputed control of both export and 
conservation so that the needs of 
thé people can be filled first.” 

Importance of the gas problem 
to the province came out in re- 
ports that the government was 
considering holding a special sum- 
mer session of the legislature to 
tackle the gas export problem. 

Harper Prowse, Liberal leader in 
the legislature, had brouglit up the 
question of gas exports before 
February’s session of the legjsla- 
closed. The Socreds had 
vaguely replied that a special ses- 
sion would be called if the “gov- 
ernment deemed such a move nec- 
essary.” 

Last week, Premier Manning 
told newsmen a special session on 
gas exports may have to be called.

Pierce Harris, who writes a col- 
umn for the Atlanta Journal, tells 
the story of a young preacher, who 
was “not discouraged by the on- 
slaught of evil against the cita- 
dels of goodness” nor the difficulty 
of securing money but by the fact 
that fellow Christians ‘“‘were sys- 
tematically robbing his little 
church. of its few leaders by a 
continued system of visitation and 
appeal.” 

Mr. Harris expresses the view 
that the church people of any 
community, if they want to “spread 
the word,” can work upon the citi- 
zens who do not belong to any 
church, He goes on to say, on the 
basis of his experience, that “a 
family has to be worth at least 
$5,000 before those evangelistic 
vandals are interested.” 


The fact of the matter is that 
many heathen, in foreign lands, 
have been mystified by the bitter- 
ness and hostility exhibited by the 
various branches of the Christian 
religion. They find it difficult to 
accept the doctrine of Christianity 
so long as those who profess the 
faith seem to be unable to get to- 
gether on a live-and-let-live basis. 
There is, of course, some point to 
their observation. 

This should not necessarily dis- 
turb the Christian because the 
probability ‘is that those who pro- 
fess to follow Jesus Christ exhibit 
a spirit that, on the average, com- 
pares favorably with that found on 
the earth today. After all, it is 
easy to stand on the sidelines and 
pick out the flaws in humanity but 
it is quite different to serve on the 
battleline ‘and attempt to over- 
come the defects.

U.S. May Bolster 
Farm Prices" : 


“WASHINGTON.—A _revolution- 
ary agriculture program was laid 
before the U.S. “congress by the 
truman administration during con- 
gressional sittings last month. 

The proposed program would 
permit consumer ‘prices to fall but 
would maintain farm incomes at a 
permanent high level. 

U.S. government subsidization 
would keep up ‘farmers’ incomes. 

Under the scheme, food prices 
would be allowed'to fall as a result 
of competitive trading, but gov- 
ernment subsides paid to farmers 
would make up the difference be- 
tween the market price and the re- 
turn. 

The new agriculture formula 


would assure farmers of an in-. 


come equivalent to their cash re- 
ceipts from marketings for the ten 
years 1939 through: 1948.
